For the Firſt; it was not to be expected, 
but that God ſhould ſeverely puniſh a Na- 
tion which had been guilty of ſo horrid a 
Wickedneſs. For ſuch: ſurely it was; though 
the deteſtable Parricide has been juſtify'd and 
vindicated by Many, to the yet greater Shame 
and Reproach of our Country. The King 
was innocent of the heavy Crimes laid to 
= _ his Charge; and Thoſe who accus d him were 
themſelves the Criminals. Some Things, no 
doubt, had been done amiſs on his Part: 
But if his Miniſters did take ſome unjuſti- 
fable Meaſures, (I lay, his Miniſters, be. 
cauſe They alone were accountable,) yet was 
there not ample Reparation and Satisfaction 
made for them, long before the War and Re- 
bellion broke out againſt him? Were ever 
Auch Conceſſions made by any King to his 
Subjects? There were indeed far more made 
then were reaſonable: And had they not 
been made; we had in all Probability never 
Ken the diſmal Solemnity of this Day. For 
had he not put ſo much Power into their 
Hands; they had never had Power enough 
to deſtroy him. But after this, did not their 
inſufferable Encroachments upon him make 
at plain, that they even then intended to un- 
king him, if not to murder him? And yet 
after all this, He muſt be accuſed of levying

War apainft his people: Whereas, if there be 


any ſuch Thing as Right and Wrong, and 
common' Senſe in the World; they were the

which more hereafter. But This excellent 
Prince died a Martyr, not only for the Crown, 
and the Church; but even for the Rights

ſuch a Death deſerves more Honour and Re-

by ſecret or ſudden Aſſaſſination, but pub 


lickly, deliberately, folemnly, in Form, with 
all the Pomp of Law and Juſtioe, arraign'd, 
try d, condemn'd, executed, by his own Sub- 
je, and. before his own Palace Gates! We 
can day nothing; z but that it was, is, and ever 


Amazement of the whole World; that the 
more we think of it, the more we ſhall 'be 
aftoniſh'd at it; and that the Guilt of it is 
ſuch, as no Words can' „ no Thoughts 
can comprehend.” Well, therefore, might 
Thoſe who then liv'd expect the Judgments 


of God upon themſelves, and upon their Chil- | 


Aren. I ſay their Children, as well as them- 
ſelves: For that God often puniſhes the Sins 
of the Fathers in their Poſterity; is ſo plain

This holds true, even when the Sins are of a 
private Nature; eſpecially if they are Hagrant- 
ly heinous and provoking : So that particular 
Families are often thus viſited : And the Rea- 
ſonableneſs and Equity of this Proceeding is 
unqueſtionable. God may, and it appears 
from the Examples of Scripture that he often 
does, act in this Manner, even whenfthe Chil- 
dren do not imitate the Wickedneſs of their 
Parents, nay when they are good and reli- 
gious: And that too without the leaſt Im- 
peachment of his Juſtice; becauſe the belt of 
Men have Faults enough to deſerve temporal 
Evils, with which they may be puniſh'd be- 
cauſe their Anceſtors were wicked, and from 
which they would otherwiſe have been ex- 
empted. So that tho' the Perſon who ſuf- 
fers may deſerve the Puniſhment Himſelf, 
yet it may be inflicted for the lake of ano- 
ther. As a Prince may for wile Ends, and 
without any Injuſtice, proſecute an Offender 
with the utmoſt Severity, becauſe his Fa- 
ther was a Rebel, for Crimes which He 
would otherwiſe have forgiven or neglected. 
But then it is to be obſerved, that all 
this Proceeding terminates with the preſent 
Life: For in the next the Children ſhall not 
in any Degree ſuffer for the ſake of their 
Parents, any - otherwiſe than as they may be

puniſh'd for their own Sins, which were oc- 
caſion d by the ill Precepts and Examples of 
their Predeceſſors. And This I take to be the 
only true Way, among many which have been 
invented, of reconciling thoſe ſeemingly in- 
conſiſtent Places of Scripture; in one of 
which it is declar d, that God * vifits the Sins 
of #he Fathers upon the Children, to the ghird 
and fourth Generation In the other, that 
the Son ſhall not bear the Iniquity of the Fa- 
ther; but the Soul that fiuneth, it ſhall die. 
- Thus then it was moſt rational to be- 
lieve, that Miſery to this Nation would be 
the Conſequence of the Kings Murder up- 
on the Account of God's Judgments and Ven- 
geance. As It was, 5 
. Secondly, Upon the Account of the natural 
Tendency of Things themſelves. Jexebel, 
though a very wicked Woman, ſpoke good 
Senſe, when ſhe ſaid. to Jebu, Had Zimri 
Peace, who ſlew his Maſter ? f Febu, indeed, had 
an extraordinary Commiſſion from to 
do what he did; but That was more than 


Jexebel knew. As to the ordinary Courſe of 


Things, I ſay, the ſpoke very good Senſe: And 
in the Caſe now before us, could any one 
imagine, but that the King's Blood being ſpilt, 
an Ocean of it muſt flow from the Veins of

His Subjects? It was, indeed, a Scene of 
Blood all over: Much was ſhed before His 
could be, and more was ſhed becauſe His 
was. The ſame Stroke which ſeverd His 
Head from His Natural Body, fever'd its 
Head from the Political Body; and Blood as 
naturally ftream'd from the one, as from the 
other. Such terrible Convulſions in Govern» 
ment muſt neceſſarily - occaſion more Con- 
vulſions; and an uſurp'd Power, gain d by 
Blood, can by Nothing but Blood be ſup- 
ported.

II. Accordingly, and in Fact it happen'd, 
that This, and innumerable other Miſeries 
befel theſe unhappy Nations, as direct Con- 
ſequences of That Rebellion and Regicide: 
Which was the ſecond Thing to be con- 
ſidered, 1 | 

To enumerate the publick Calamities from 
the King's Death to his Son's Reſtauration, 
would be an endleſs Task. In general, no- 
thing but Wars, Rapine, Extortion, inſup- 
portable Taxes, Murder and Bloodſhed ; per- 
petual Changes, as many Forms of Mock-Go- 
vernment, in that Space of Time, as there 
were Years; all Parties grievous Sufferers ; and 
none more than They, who occaſion'd all 
theſe Miſchiefs. Sometimes One Tyrant,

fometimes a great Many; ſometimes the 
Presbyterians uppermoſt, ſometimes the In- 
dependants; mortally hating one another; 
cutting one another's Throats; and agreeing 
in nothing, but oppreſſing the Loyaliſts, 
who yet in Truth were by much the moſt 
happy Party of the three. Sometimes again 
twas the Parliament, ſometimes the Army, 
ſometimes a Jumble of Both; All Chaos 
and Confuſion, all Madneſs and Miſery. 

Liberty and Property, however, were, it 
is to be hoped, effectually ſecured; ſince 
Thoſe were the grand Points contended for. 
How they were ſecured, may in ſome Mea- 
ſure appear from what has been ſaid. And 
it will ever be found; as it ever has been, 
that Thoſe who make the greateſt Noiſe a- 
bout Liberty, when it is no Danger, intend 
to deſtroy That Liberty, and make Themſelves 
Tyrants And when they are ſo, are of all 
Tyrants the worſt and moſt inſupportable. In 
ſhort, they love Liberty, when it means their 
own over-grown Wealth, and Greatneſs, and 
Privilege of enſlaving Others; and hate Arbi- 
trary Power, in Every-body but Themſelves. 
Be That as it will ; the free Poople of England, 
it is to be ſuppoſed, will always think their 
_ Liberty in ſome Danger, when Thoſe who are 
by Them choſen, and. entruſted to be its
